His 
formal  musical  education  began  at  the 
age  of  nine  and  he  is  a  product  of  the 
St.  Petersburg  and  Moscow  Conservator- 
ies,  His  talents  developed  early.   At 
19  he  had  already  composed  his  first 
opera.   His  first  symphony  was  played 
at  a  concert  of  the  Royal  Philharmonic 
Society  in  London  in  1909,  when  he  was 
only  26,   The  same  year  he  made  his 
debut  in  America,   By  this  time  he  had 
already  achieved  the  very  distinguished 
position  he  holds  today. 

Carmen  Amaya  is  only  20,  but  she 
has  been  dancing  since  she  was  four. 
Of  her  Toscanini  has  said,  "Never  in 
my  life  have  I  seen  a  dancer  with  such 
fire,  rhythm,  and  such  a  terrifying 
and  wonderful  personality,"   To  this 
Stowkowski  has  added,  "She  has  the  devil 
in  her  body."

The  total  enrollment  for  the  Spring 
semester  is  5044  students,  according  to 
William  3,  Hoffman,  registrar.   Of  these 
enrollees,  3527  are  men,  and  1517  are 
women  — •  a  proportion  of  approximately 
70  per  cent  men,  and  30  per  cent  women. 

As  might  he  expected  when  breaking 
the  enrollment  down  into  classes,  the 
freshman  class  has  the  greatest  number 
of  registrants,  with  a  total  of  1450, 
The  sophomore  class  follows  with  1134 
students,  and  the  senior  and  junior 
classes  have  1064  and  1004  students  re- 
spectively.

PERIOD  FOR  REPORTING  ACCJDENIS  SHORTENED 


The  following  official  announcement 
comes  from  Mr,  J,  0.  Keller,  chairman  of 
the  College  Central  Safety  Committee, 

"For  some  time  it  has  been  the  pro- 
cedure to  report  all  accidents  to  the 
State  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry 
within  30  days  of  their  occurrence.   Re- 
cently, this  has  been  changed  t o  15  days( 


The  State  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry 
asks  that  we  urge  all  persons  to  comply 
with  the  law  as  respects  the  reporting  of 
compensation  accidents.   We  quote  from  a 
letter  from  the  Department; 

'The  Act  provides  that  all  fatal  ac- 
cidents must  be  reported  to  this  Bureau 
within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  of  the  death 


of  an  employe  occurring  from  an  injury 
received  in  the  course  nf    or  resulting 
from  his  employment.   All  other  accidents 
must  be  reported  within  fifteen  (15)  days 
from  the  date  of  injury.   This  Act  pro- 
vides for  a  penalty  in  summary  proceedings 
for  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100,00)  or  imprisonment  for  not 


more  than  thirty  (30)  days  or  "both  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court, 

'If  the  employers  fail  to  comply 
with  provisions  of  this  Act,  it  is  the 
intention  of  this  office  to  enforce  the 
provisions  contained  therein,'"

FEW  EXAMINATION  PLAN  SO  RECEIVE  A'  TRIAL 


A  plan  for  scheduling  examinations 
was  offered  by  William  S,  Hoffman,  regis- 
trar, to  the  College  Senate  at  its  meet- 
ing on  November  5,  1942, 

The  Senate  was  of  the  opinion  that 
the  plan  be  given  a  trial.   The  sugges- 
ted outline  for  scheduling  examinations 
on  the  basis  of  "first  hour  meetings," 
together  with  diagrams  showing  how  the 
plan  would  work  in  practice,  are  repro- 
duced here  for  the  convenience   of  facul- 
ty members. 

According  to  Mr,  Hoffman,  the  sched- 
uling nf  examinations  on   the  basis  of 
hour  of  first  meetings  is  used  by  quite 
a  number  of  colleges.   The  one  advantage 
is  that  no  conflicts  can  occur.   The  dis- 
advantages are:  (l)  that  examinations 
are  held  in  regular  recitation  or  lecture 
rooms,  and  alternate  seating  is  impos- 
sible in  most  cases;  (2)  as  many  final 
examinations  must  be  prepared  in  a  given 
subject  as  there  are  "first  meetings"  of 
the  subject. 

It  must  be  noted  that  when  this  sys— 
t«m  was  originally  proposed,  it  was  with 
the  understanding  that  a  full  week,  includ- 
ing Saturday  afternoon,  would  be  devoted 
to  examinations,  Mr,  Hoffman  stated.   It 
might  easily  develop  that  more  "first  ■ 
meetings"  would  occur  than  the  sixteen 
a-Ta.iXa.ble  examination  periods.   The  addi- 


tion of  a  fifth  examination  day  should 
perhaps,  be  left  up  to  the  Scheduling  Of- 
ficer, 

In  addition  to  the  simple  statement 
that  classes  having  a  first  meeting  on 
Monday,  Tuesday,  or  Wednesday  mornings 
would  be  scheduled  for  final  examinations 
according  to  the  accompanying  diagrams, 
additional  explanations  such  as  the 
following  might  make  the  matter  clearer, 

(1)  ''There  a  class  does  not  have  its 
first  meeting  at  one  of  the  specified 
hours,  but  does  have  a  session  during 
Monday,  Tuesday,  or  Wednesday  morning, 
the  examination  will  be  held  as  if  the 
first  session  were  the  first  hour  sched- 
uled on  Monday,  Tuesday,  or  Wednesday 
morning.   For  example,  a  class  meeting 
Monday  and  Friday  at  1:00  and  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  at  8:00  would  have  its  examina- 
tion with  those  having  a  first  meeting 
Tuesday  at  8  ;00. 

(2)  When  a  practicum  or  laboratory 
is  the  first  meeting  of  the  class,  the 
examination  may  be  scheduled  as  if  this 
were  the  first  lecture  meeting* 

From  the  following  diagrams,  it  is 
noted,  for  instance,  that  a  class  having 
its  first  meeting  on  Tuesday  at  10  (on 
figure  marked  "7")  would  have  its  final 
examination  on  Thursday   fr-ota  10    to  l.l:50*.

The  form  has  recently  been  adop- 
ted by  the  Student  Health  Service  as 
an  aid  to  the  instructor  in  deciding  on 
the  merits  of  the  student's  request  for 
an  excused  absence. 

The  term  SUBJECTIVE  denotes  that 
the  diagnosis  was  made  on  the  history 


of  the  illness,  that  is,  the  story  of 
the  patient.   The  term  OBJECTIVE  de- 
notes that  in  addition  to  the  history, 
concrete  evidences  of  disease  were  pre- 
sent, for  example,  fever,  high  blood 
pressure,  an  inflamed  ear  drum,  albu- 
min in  the  urine,  a  broken  bone,  etc. 


If  both  terms  are  left  in,  the. 


in- 


structor may  be  sure  that  the  illness 
was  benafide;  if  OBJECTIVE  is  -struck 
out,  the  evidence  of  illness  was  presump- 
tive only.   As  a  rule,  in  the  latter  case, 
the  necessity  for  remaining  out  of  school' 
is  questionable.

MINUTES  OF  THE  SENATE  MEETING  OF  JANUARY  14,  1943 


A  meeting  of  the  College  Senate 
was  held  in  room  121  Sparks  Building  on_ 
Thursday,  January  14,  1943,  at  4  ;10  p.m., 
with  President  Hetzel  presiding. 

The  Acting  Secretary  read  a  letter 
from  President  Hetzel  approving  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Ccmmittee  rn  Committees 
by  which  Dr,  G,  L,  Leffler  replaces  Mr, 
L,  T,  Dunlap  on  the  Committee  on  Public 
Occasions  and  Dr.  E,  B.  van  Ormer  re- 
places Dr.  R.  G,  Bernreuter  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  Courses  of  Study, 

Professor  C,  L.  Kinslce,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Courses  of  Study, 
presented  a  report  for  his  Committee  as 
of  the  date  of  January  7,  1943,  covering 
the  actions  taken  by  that  Committee  with 
power.   The  report  of  the  Committee  is  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar. 

C,  E,  Marquardt,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Academic  Standards,  pre- 
sented a  report  consisting  of  two  parts. 
The  first  part  covered  eighteen  individ- 
ual cases  of  students  with  which  the  Com- 
mittee had  dealt   under  the  emergency  pow- 
ers granted  tr  it.   There  was  one  item  of 
emergency  legislation  which  the  Committee 
had  acted  on  with  power,  but  for  which  it 
requested  the  ratification  of  the  Col- 
lege Senate,   This  piece  of  legislation 
was  to  the  effect  that  students  of  The 
Pennsylvania  State  College  who  were  return- 
ing to  the  College  after  the  1942  Christ- 
mas holidays  in  order  to  enter  upon  the 
work  of  the  1943  Spring  Semester  should 
be  given  elective  credit  under  the  fol- 
lowing conditions:  if  such  students  were 
called  into  the  armed  services  and  had 
been  in  residence  during  the  Spring  Sem- 
ester for  a  .period  of  at  least  three 
weeks,  if  they  had  scheduled  at  least 
fifteen  or  more  credits  during  the  semes- 
ter, and  if  they  were  doing  satisfactory 
work  in  the  courses  which  they  were  carry- 
ing at  the  time  they  withdrew  to  enter 
one  of  the  armed  services,  they  were  to 
receive  me  elective  credit  per  week  f  rr 
each  week  of  residence  up  to  a  maximum  of 
six  credits  for  six  weeks.   If  such  stu- 
dents were  in  residence,  under  the  condi- 
tions just  stated,  for  at  least  seven 
weeks,  the  regulations  already  in  effect 
would  ccver  the  amount  of  credit  to 
which  such  students  were  entitled.   The 
College  Senate  voted  unanimously  to  rati- 
fy the  action  of  the  Committee, 

The  case  of  Miss  Mary  B,  Starke, 
who  desires  to  enter  the  WAVES  but 
needs  her  bachelor's  degree  before  her 
thirty-sixth  birthday  in  order  to  re- 
ceive her  commission  in  that  branch  of 
the  service,  was  presented  to  the  Col- 
lege Senate  with  the  following  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Academic 
Standards;  of  the  eleven  credits  needed 
hy  Miss  Starke,  five  additional  credits 


were  to  be  taken  by  correspondence  in 
courses  approved  by  her  adviser,  Profes- 
sor Mabel  Kirk,  before  the  opening  of 
our  Inter-Session  next  summer.   Miss 
Starke  was  then  to  cover  a  three  credit 
course  in  the  three  weeks  Inter— Se s sion 
next  summer,  at  The  Pennsylvania  State 
College,   If  the  credit  thus  earned  by 
the  end  of  the  Inter— Se s sion  should  meet 
all  the  requirements  of  her  degree,  the 
Committee  would  be  willing  tr  accept  as 
a  part  of  her  final  year  of  residence 
the  1931  summer  session  of  six  weeks  dur- 
ing which  she  had  been  here  in  attendance, 
This  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was 
approved  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
College  Senate, 

The  Committee  on  Academic  Standards 
made  a  recommendation,  which  was  amended 
by  Senate  action.   The  amended  recommen- 
dation is  as  follows ;  during  the  war 
emergency,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
their  respective  deans,  seniors  who  have 
completed  the  work  of  their  last  semester 
and  then  enter  the  armed  services,  rr 
shortly  thereafter,  shall  be  exempt  from 
making  up  any  deficiency  amounting  to 
four  credits  or  less  and  any  grade  point 
deficiency  amounting  to  twelve  grade 
points  or. less.   If  the  senior  has  no 
credit  deficiency,  but  merely  a  deficien- 
cy of  twelve  grade  points  or  less,  he 
shall  be  exempt  from  removing  such  a  de- 
ficiency.  The  above  regulation  provides 
that  seniors  entering  the  armed  services, 
under  the  crnditions  just  stated,  shall 
be  granted  their  bachelors'  degrees  from 
The  Pennsylvania  State  College  without 
first  having  their  cases  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Academic  Standards, 

Dr,  D,  ?,  McFarland,  Chairman  '•f  the 
Committee  on  Committees,  presented  a  re- 
port.which  named  two  students  to  the  Sen- 
ate Committee  on  Student  Welfare,  as  fol- 
lows: Mr,  George  Rambc  Pittenger,  and 
Miss  Ruth  Marie  Storer,   These  nominations 
were  approved  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Col- 
lege Senate,   The  complete  report  of  the 
Ccmmittee  is  on  file  in  the  office  *>f  the 
Registrar, 

Under  finished  business,  the  Acting 
Secretary  announced  that  the  Committee  on 
Academic  Standards  had  acted  favorably 
on  the  petition  of  Mr,  Harold  Harmon,  who 
had  completed  our  three  year  Pre-Veterin- 
ary  curriculum  and  was  now  enrolled  as  a 
student  in  the  New  York  State  Veterinary 
College  of  Cornell  University,   The  Com- 
mittee's action  was  to  the  effect  that  Mr, 
Harmon  was  to  receive  his  bachelor's  de- 
gree in  the  Pre-Veter inary  curriculum  from 
The  Pennsylvania  State  College  after  the 
Registrar  of  The  Pennsylvania  State  Col- 
lege had  received  official  evidence  from 
the  New  York  State  Veterinary  School  that 
the  student  in  question  had  completed  sat- 
isfactorily his  first-  year  of  work  in  the 


Veterinary  College* 

President  Hetzel  made  a  few  comments 
regarding  conditions  at  The  Pennsylvania 
State  College  as  they  were  affected  by 
circumstances  now  existing.

KNOW  YOUR  COLLEGE  -  PENN  STATE'S  ENR0LLL1ENT  STANDING 


By  William  S,  Hoffman 


These  are  lean  years  insofar  as  in- 
terest in  comparative  enrollments  in  Amer- 
ican educational  institutions  is  concerned. 
We  are  more  interested  in  what  enrollments 
will  "be  than  in  where  we  stood  in  semes- 
ters past.   However  ■■'■—  ..  „. 

The  latest  and  most  comprehensive 
figures  on  college  and  university  enroll- 
ment are  now  available.   The  Journal  of 
the  American  Association  of  C o'llegi'at3 
Registrars  reports  that  in  Novemher^ 
1942,  tabulations  from  -698  member  insti- 
tutions were  computed,  showing  figures 
for  the  academic  year  1941-42,   Among 
other  figures  presented  were  total  enroll- 
ments and  degrees  conferred-. 

On  these  two'  bases  the  rank  of  The 
Pennsylvania  State  College,  among  the  698 
reporting  colleges  and  universities^  was: 

Total  Student"  Enrollment  -  7236  -  18th 
Degrees  Conferred  -  1570  -  13th 
Bachelors'  Degrees  Co'nf  '  d-  1277  -  15th 

This  is  the  highest  ranking  that 
The  Pennsylvania  State  College  has  ever 
attained.   The  rankings  should  be  in- 
creased by  one  in  each  classification, 
however,  since  one  large  institution)  the 
University  of  California,  was  not  includ- 
ed, but,  so  far  as  I  can  discover,  no 
other  large  institution  is  missing  in  the 
report , 
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On  the  basis  of  President  Walters' 
report,  considering  only  full-time  stu- 
dents, The  Pennsylvania  State  College 
ranks  thirteenth  in  the  nation,  with  ap—

In  Pre  sident,  Walters  '  study  no  Penn- 
sylvania instj.tuti.pn  has  more  full-time 
students  than  does-  The  Pennsylvania  State 
College,  but  here  again  both  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  and  the  University 
of  Pittsburgh  outrank  The  Pennsylvania

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FACULTY  AID  REOUESTED  BY  LIBRARY 


The  Reference  Department  &i 
the  Central  Library  reports  that 
'Within  recent  weeks  it  has  fount! 
two  or  three  cases  of  misuse  or 
mutilation  of  books  which  appear 
to  be  traceable  to  class  assign- 
ments,  The  Library  is  having  pho- 
tostatic copies  made  of  the  pages 
of  the  "Encyclopedia  Br  i  tannlcaT'' 
and  of  the  ''Dictionary  of  politi- 
cal Economy"  to  replace  the  p&§&® 
which  were  torn  out  of  the  volur#e$* 
In  another  case,  a  volume  of  the 
"Encyclopedia  of  the  Social  Sci- 
ences" was  taken  from  the  Library 
and  kept  for  about  three  weeks* 

The  Library  suggests  that 
when  assignments  are  made  to  a 
class  to  read  specific  articles  in 
reference  volumes,  the  Reference 
Department  be  notified  so  that  they 
may  keep  the  volume  at  the  desk 
temporarily  and  inspect  it  after 
each  use.   Or  it  might  be  better 
still  to  have  one  or  two  photostat- 
ic copies  made  for  the  use  of  the 
class,   This  would  be  especially 
advisable  when  an  assignment  is  to 
be  made  year  after  year  to  the 
same  material.   The  wear  and  tear 
on  a  single  volume  of  a  set  is  ex- 
cessive under  such  circumstances, 
the  Library  reports. 


The  Serials  Department  also 
has  trouble  with  magazines dis- 
appearing  or  being  mutilated  when 
■assignments  have  been  made.   They 
request  that  faculty  members  co- 
operate in  preventing  loss  by 
giving  the  Serials  Department  ad- 
vance notice  when  they  assign  a 
Specific  article  to  an  entire 
class.   'It  may  be  desirable  to 
purchase  dupl icate  copies  of  the 
j&ag&zine,  or  to  .photostat  the 
article  needed.   This  applies  to 
bound  volume's  as  well  as  to  un- 
bound current  material, 

The  Library  suggests  that 
it  will  facilitate  service  if 
the  faculty  will  consult  the 
Serials  Department  as  to  hold- 
ings before  giving  an  assign- 
ment.  Occasionally  a  Library 
copy  of  a  current  magazine  does 
not  arrive  until  several  days 
after  it  has  appeared  on  the 
newsstands^,  and  sometimes  an 
older  magazine  has  been' mutila- 
ted by  a  previous  class,  and  it 
has  not  been  possible  to  replace 
it.   The  assistance,  of  the  facul- 
ty in  helping  to  safeguard  valua- 
ble reference  materials  in  the 
Library  is  earnestly  requested 
and  will  be  much  appreciated. 


THE  COLLEGE  CALENDAR 


It  has  been  found  that  some 
misunderstanding  exists  among  fac- 
ulty members  regarding  the  up-to- 
dateness  of  the  College  Calendar 
which  appears  in  the  1943-44  issue 
"jf  the  General  Catalogue, 


According  to  Dr.  Jacob  Tan- 
ger,  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Calendar,  no  changes 
have  been  made  since  the  Catalogue 
was  issued,  and  the  Calendar,  as 
printed  therein,  is  correct. 


MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  COLLEGE  SENATE  OF  FEBRUARY  4,  1943 


A  meeting  of  the  College  Sen- 
ate  was  held  in  room  121  Sparks 
Building  at  4:10  p.m.  Thursday, 
February  4,  1943,  Dean  Stoddart 
presiding,  A  list  of  the  members 
present  is  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Registrar. 

The  Secretary  announced  that 
the  minutes  had  been  published  in 
the  Faculty  Bulletin  and,  on  mo- 
tion, the  Senate  voted  to  dis- 
pense with  their  reading* 

'The  Secretary  announced  that 
a  codification  of  the  regulations 
concerning  the  granting  of  partial 
credit  to  students  leaving  within 
a  semester  to  enter  the  armed  for- 
ces had  been  printed  in  the  Facul- 
ty Bulletin  for  February  2,  1943,  . 
and  requested  the  co-operation  of 
the  faculty  in  the  application  of 
tho  rules. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter 
from  President  Hetzel,  as  Secre- 
tary of  "the  Board  of  Trustees, 
"announcing  the  approval  by  that 
body  of  the 'establishment  of  the 
professional  degree  of  Master  of 
Forestry, 

The  Committee  o'n  Admission  re- 
quested an  .exception  to  the  rule 
on  entrance  deficiencies  in  the 
case  of  Mr,  Henry  Menge  permitting 
him  to  become  a  candidate  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  with 
sophomore  classification  as  of  this 
date.   The  report  of .  the  Committee 
which  unanimously  made  the  recom- 


mendation is  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Registrar,   The  Senate 
voted  to  approve  the  recommenda- 
tion. 

The  Committee  on  Academic 
Standards  presented, a  report  of 
actions  taken  since  the  January 
meeting,  of  the  Senate  with  power. 
The  report  was  accepted  for  in- 
clusion in  the  minutes  and  is  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Regis- 
trar, 

.  The  Committee  on  Courses  of 
Study  presented  a  report  of  ac- 
tions taken  by  that  Committee 
with,  power  since  the  January  meet- 
ing of  the. Senate,   This  report, 
which  is  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Registrar,  v/as  accepted 
for  inclusion  in  the  minutes. 

There  was  considerable  dis- 
cussion of  item  5  of  the  state- 
ment "prepared-  by  the  Registrar  in 
the  'Faculty  Bulletin  for  February 
2,  1943,  and,  which  originally 
-appeared  in  the  Faculty  Bulletin, 
Volume  21,  number  19,   In  the 
course  of  the  discussion  it  was 
moved  to  _ refer  the  item,  to  the 
Committee  on  Rules,   On  vote,  by 
division,  the  recommendation  was 
lost. 

In  the  absence  of  further 
business,  the  Senate  adjourned.

AIR  PAID  INSTRUCTIONS 


It  has  been  announced  that 
there  will  be  a  daylight  air  raid' 
sometime  after  ten  a.m,  Wednesday, 
February  17,  to  test  the  new  alarm 
system. 

Four  signals  will  be  heard. 
The  first,  a  long  blast  of  the 
siren,  is  the  "blue"  signal.   Its 
purpose  is  to  put  the  entire  de- 
fense organization  on  the  alert, 
but  no  action  is  to  be  taken  at 
this  time  unless  evacuation  on 
this'  signal  is  ordered  by  the  war- 
den. 

The  evacuating  signal,  a  fluc- 
tuating wail  of  the  siren,  is' the 
"red"  signal.   On  this  signal,  fac- 
ulty members  shall  evacuate  their 
classes,  if  prearranged,-  or  on  or- 
der of  the  warden. 

The  next  signal  will  be  a 
long  continuous  blast  -  another 
"blue"  siqnal,   This  indicates 


that  the  trouble  is  over  tempor- 
arily, but  that  the  defense  or- 
ganization  is  still  to  remain  on 
the  alert.   It  is  not  an  all- 
clear.   If  evacuated,  remain 
evacuated  on  this  signal. 

The  all-clear  will  come  over 
the  radio,  but  since  no  radios 
are  available  in  the  classrooms 
and  halls  of  the  buildings,  the 
all-clear  on  the  campus  will  be 
a  series  of  policemen's  whistles 
in  the  bui ldi  ng. 

Mr,  George  W.  Ebert,  chair- 
man of  the  Protection  Committee 
of  the  O.C.D.,  requests  that  all 
faculty  members  and  students 
follow  instructions  of  the  war- 
den implicitly. 

The  signals  and  instruc- 
tions just  given  apply  only  to 
daytime  raids  at  the  present 
time.   Instructions  for  night 
raids  will  fellow.

"One  hundred  and  four  young 
women  matriculated  as  students  in 
the  Curt i ss-Wr ight  program  on  Mon- 
day morning,  February  15,   This 
group  of  young  women  came  from  24 
states  and  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia.  The  largest  delegation  came 
from  New  York  and  numbers  34.   Penn- 
sylvania sent  10,  Ohio  9,  and  New 
Jersey  7.   Among  the  most  distant 
states  represented  were  Texas  and' 
Florida,  with  3  each,  Mississippi, 
Ok  1  a h oma ,;  Iowa,  and  Louisiana, 

''All  of  the  young  women  of 
this  group,  with  the  exception  of 
three,  had  been  enrolled  in  some 
college,  the  total  number  of  col- 
leges being  66,   One  had  been  at- 


tending a  nurse's  training  course, 
one  comes  directly  from  a  public 
high  school,  and  one  from  a  pri- 
vate school,  with  no  college  ex- 
perience.  The  largest  group  from 
any  one  college  comes  from  Cornell 
University  and  numbers  9,   The  Col- 
lege of  New  Rochelle  and  Hunter 
College  sent  4  each.   Among  the 
mere  distant  colleges  represented 
are  Duke,  Woman's  College  of  North 
Carolina,  and  the  University  of 
Miami  (Florida),   Four  came  from 
junior  colleges  and  8  came  from 
teacher's  colleges. 

''Sixteen  young  women  repor- 
ted that  they  belong  to  one  of 
nine  different  fraternities,   Fhi 
Beta  Phi  claims  6,  the  Largest 
delegation.   No  Penn  State  girls 
are  in  the  group.   They  were  sent 
elsewhere  for  training."

A  meeting  rf  the  College  Senate  was 
held  in  rrem  121  Sparks  Building  at  4:10 
p.m.,  Thursday,  April  1,  1943,  Dean  C,  W« 
Stoddart  presiding.   A  list  of  the  mem- 
bers present  is  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Registrar, 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  Febru- 
ary 4,  1943,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Acting  Secretary  then  read  let- 
ters from  members  of  the  Senate  who  could 
not  be  present  appoint ing others  in  their 
places  for  the  April  meeting  of  the  Sen- 
ate,  Dr.  W»  S.  Dye,  Jr,  appointed  Dr. 
D.  S,  Mead,  and  Professor  H,  S,  Brunner 
appointed  Dr.  C.  S.  Anderson, 

Dr ,  S,  IT,  Fletcher,  Dean  rf  the 
School  of  Agriculture,  addressed  a  let- 
ter to  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate, 
informing  the  College  Senate  that  Pro- 
fessor M,  M.    Humphrey  rf  the  Department 
of  Forestry  had  been  elected  to  repre- 
sent the  School  of  Agriculture  in  the 
College  Senate  in  place  of  Professor  Max 
Dercum,who  had  resigned, 

likewise,  Dr.  II ,  B.  Hammond,  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Engineering,  informed 
the  Senate  by  letter  that  the  faculty 
of  the  School  of  Engineering  had  elect",  I 
Professors  P.  X.  Rice  and  E,  B.  Cassel 
as  senat or s— at— large  to  represent  the 
faculty  of  the  School  cf  Engineering  in 
the  College  Senate,   Dean  Hammond  li".:e» 
wise  stated  that  Professors  J,  W.  Brene— 
man  a  n  d  L ,  W ,  Wh  i  t  e  h  e  a  d  w o u 1 d  c  o  n  t  i  nu e 
in  office  as  senator s— at— large  until 
the  spring  of  1944, 

C.  E,  Marquardt,  on  behalf  of  the 
Committee  on  Academic  Standards,  pre- 
sented a  report  covering  the  cases  of 
twenty— eight  students  who  had  petitioned 
the  Committee  to  take  special  action  in 
regard  to  their  academic  status.   Actions 
on  these  particular  cases  were  taken  by 
the  Committee  under  the  emergency  pow- 
ers granted  to  it,   However,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Academic  Standards  also  pre- 
sented the  petition  of  Mr,  Edward  K, 
Hankin,  a  co— ordinator  with  the  ;/ar  Pro- 
duction Training  Program  at  the  Ivlurrell 
Dobbins  Vocational  School  Annex  in  Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania,   The  Committee 
recommended  to  the  College  Senate,  after 
consultation  with  Dr .  Struck,  that  Mr, 
Hankin  be  granted  an  extension  of  four 
years  from  the  date  of  the  close  of  the 
war  during  which  time  he  might  complete 
his  remaining  credit  and  residence  re- 
quirements for  the  bachelor's  degree. 
This  recommendation  was  made  because  of 
the  fact  that  Mr,  Hankin  was  at  the  -pre- 
sent time  engaged  on  a  twelve  months 
appointment  in  essential  war  work  and 
would  not  be  able  to  attend  The  Penn- 
sylvania State  College  for  residence 
work  until  after  the  close  of  the  war. 


The  Senate  vet»d  to  approve  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee, 

The  Committee  on  Academic  Standards 
likewise  recommended  to  the  College  Sen- 
ate that  an  emergency  action  taken  by  the 
Committee  during  the  Christmas  Holidays 
of  1942  and  approved  by  the  Senate  on 
January  7,  1943,  bo  continued  in  force 
to  cover  the  summer  semester  of  the  pre- 
sent calendar  year.   The  action  referred 
to  concerned  the  granting  of  three  credits 
to  students  who  had  returned  for  the 
spring  semester  of  1943  and  had  been  in 
residence  at  least  three  weeks  before  en- 
tering one  of  the  armed  services  cf  the 
United  States,  provided  they  were  satis- 
factorily passing  in  the  courses  they  had 
scheduled  frr  the.  semester  at  the  time 
when  they  withdrew.   These  credits  were 
to  be  regarded  as  elective  credits.   One 
additional  elective  credit  for  each  week 
spent  here  in  residence  beyond  the  three 
weeks'  period  up  to  the  seven  weeks  '  pei^iod 
was  likewise  to  be  granted  to  such  stu- 
dents provided  when  they  withdrew  they 
were  entering  one  of  the  armed  services 
and  were  satisfactorily  passing  in  the 
courses  which  they  had  scheduled  for  the 
semester  at  the  time  when  they  withdrew. 
Upon  motion,  the  College  Senat©  voted 
unanimously  to  continue  in  effect  this 
action  for  the  coming  summer  semester. 
The  complete  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Academic  Standards  is  on  file  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  Registrar, 

Frofessor  C,  L.  ICinsloe,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Courses  of  Study,  sub- 
mitted actions  taken  by  the  Committee 
with  power  covering  certain  changes  for 
curricula  and  courses  nf  study  proposed 
by  the  undergraduate  schools  and  the 
Graduate.  School,   Professor  Kinsloe  like- 
wise presented  certain  corrections  to  the 
mimeographed  report  just  referred  to. 
The  complete  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Courses  of  Study,  together  with  the  cor- 
rections to  that  report,  was  accepted  as 
part  »f  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  and 
is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar, 

Professor  C,  E,  Bullinger,  as  Chair- 
man cf  the  Committee  on  Public  Occasions, 
announced  that  his  Committee  had  adopted 
the  following  procedure  for  the  coming 
commencement  day.   The  Spring  Commence- 
ment is  to  be  held  on  Wednesday,  May  12, 
at  3:00  p.m,  in  Schwab  Auditorium,   The 
type  of  program  is  to  be  that  which  has 
been  followed  for  the  past  two  commence- 
ments: namely,  a  commencement  speaker  and 
a  token  presentation  of  the  diplomas.

1.  It  was  voted  to  leave  to  the  Bean 
with  pwer  the  question  of  issuing  an  an- 
nouncement for  the  Graduate  School  for 
1944  instead  of  a  complete  catalogue,

appointment  of  non-stipend  scholars  at 
the  beginning  of  each  semester  during 
the  emergency  and  to  make  each  appoint- 
ment for  two  semesters  only.   Forty  such 
scholarships  are  available  for  the  year 
1943-44, 

3.  Although  action  has  already  been 
taken  to  extend  the  six-year  time  lim-Hf 
of  candidacy  for  the  Master's  degre 
those  in  the  armed  services,  it  was 
that,  in  cases  where  candidates  inter- 
rupt their  work  for  rther  worthy  causes, 
the  administration  of  the  school  should 
give  sympathetic  consideration  to  them 
on  their  return  to  complete  the  require- 
ments for  their  respective  degrees.   In 
these  cases  no  blanket  rule  was  adopted

4.   In  the  cases  where  the  program  of 
a  graduate  school  student  is  interrupted 
during  a  semester  by  a  call  into  the  armed 
forces  or  into  other  work  essential  for 
the  war  effort,  it  was  decided  that  if  at 
least  one-third  of  his  semester's  work 
had  been  completed,  he  should  receive  pro- 
portional residence,  credit.   The  deter- 
mination of  how  or  to  what  extent  such 
residence  credits  shall  be  applied  in 
meeting  graduation  requirements  are  to 
be  decided  either  by  his  Group  Committee 
or  by  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School 
and  the  head  of  the  department  concerned 
when  the  student  resumes  his  work  toward 
his  degree.

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A.A.U.P,  SURVEY  SHOWS  WAR 


BOND  BUYING  AT  HIGH  LEVEL  AMONG  STAFF  MEMBERS 


Staff  members  of  The  Pennsyl- 
vania State  College  are,  on  the 
average,  putting  well  over  10  per 
cent  of  their  salaries  into  war 
bonds.   This  was  revealed  by  a  sur 
vey  of  the  war  bond  buying  habits 
of  staff  members  conducted  by  the 
State  College  Chapter  of  the  Ameri 
can  Association  of  University  Pro- 
fessors, according  to  Professors 
Leonard  A.  Dcggett  and  Warren  B. 
Mack,  special  committee  members. 


Last  mcnth  the  Chapter  cir- 
culated about  one  hundred  ques- 
tionnaires among  the  resident  mem- 
bers of  the  College  staff.   Since^ 
there  are  approximately  1650  staff 
names  in  the  1942-43  Directory, 
about  one  out  of  sixteen  received 


a  copy  of  the  questionnaire.   There 
were  53  returns.   These  showed  a 
total  purchase  of  United  States 
War  Bonds  and  Savings  Stamps  amount- 

-  ing  tc  $Z4,503,  or  an  average  in- 
vestment of  $46Z,26.   If  it  is  as- 
sumed  that  those  failing  to  reply 

-  bought  no  bonds,  then  the  average 
is  lowered  to  $245.   Multiplying 
these  averages  by  1650  yields  ap- 
proximate ly' $765, OOP  and  $404,000 
respectively. 

Assigning  average  local  sal- 
aries to  ranks,  the  total  annual 
salarv  of  the  53  respondents  was 
approximately  $150,000.   In  other 
words,  those  reporting  invested, 
on  the  average,  17  per  cent  of 
their  incomes  in  war  bonds.

Reports  have  reached  the  Col-

A  meeting  of  the  College  Senate  was 
held  in  room  121  Sparks  Building  at  4:10 
p ,m , j  Thur  3  day  t    May  6  ,  1943 ,  Pre  s  ident 
Hetsel  presiding,   A  list  of  the  members 
present  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Registrar , 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  April 
1  were  read  and  approved. 

Under  the  heading  of  communications 

from  College  officers,  the  Secretary  an— 
nounoed  that  he  had  received  lists  of 
senators  elected  by  each  of  the  under- 
graduate schools  and  by  the  Graduate 
School  with  the  exception  of  the  School 
of  Chemistry  and  Physics.   Those  elected 
by  the  School  of  Engineering  were  2'eport— 
ed  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Senate, 

The  Secretary  also  announced  that 
President  Hetzel  had  authorized  changing 
the  opening  date  of  Freshman  Week  from 
8  a.m.  Tuesday,  June  8,  to  8  a.m.  Wednes- 
day, June  9, 
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Professor  Kinsloe  presented  a  report 
for  the  Committeee  on  Courses  of  Study 
■■rhich  v?as,  on  motion,  accepted  as  a  part 
of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.   This  re- 
port is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Reg- 
istrar, 


The  request  for  a  resident  center  at 
Harrisburg,  as  made  at  the  meeting  of  th* 
Senate  on  April  1,  1943,  and  which  was 
referred  to  the  Joint  Committed  on  Courses 
of  Study  and  Academic  Standards,  was  made 
the  next  order  of  Business,   Professor 
Kinsloe,  as  chairman  of  the  combined  com- 
mittees, Tire  sented  a  report  as  follows: 

"The  Joint  Committee  agrees  with 
the  general  objective  sought  in 
the  petition  before  it  regarding 
the  offering  of  Industrial  Educa- 
tion courses  off  the  campus  which 
may  be  used  as  satisfying  the  re- 
quirements for  degrees, 

"The  Committee  believes  that  this  may 
be  accomplished  more  effectively 
through  changes  in  existing  regula- 
tions regarding  application  of  Ex- 
tension credits  toward  degree  require- 
ments rather  than  through  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Resident  Center.   In 
order  to  accomplish  the  above  ends,  it 
is  recommended  to  the  Senate  that  for 
the  period  of  the  war  emergency  only 
and  with  respect  to  Industrial  Edu- 
cation teachers  and  technically  pre- 
pared individuals  desiring  to  qualify 
as  Industrial  Education  teachers,  in 
the  war  emergency,  and  for  Industrial 
Education  courses  only,  the  following 
actions  be  taken: 

"1.  That  the  second  sentence  of 
Rule  72  of  Regulations  for  Under- 
graduate Students  limiting  to  45 
the  number  of  Extension  credits 
which  may  be  applied  toward  a 
Baccalaureate  degree  be  suspended, 

(Note:  Rule  72  of  the  Regulations 
for  Undergraduate  Students  reads: 
'Each  School  of  the  College  fixes 
the  maximum  number  of  credits  any 
student  may  acquire  through  "Ex- 
tension Instruction"  and  by  exam- 
ination and  publishes  such  limita- 
tions in  the  College  Catalogue, 


The  total  number  of  such  credits 
may  not  exceed  45  except  that  cred- 
it beyond  this  limit  may  be  auth- 
orized in  individual  cases  upon 
recommendations  of  the  Committee 
on  Academic  Standards  and  approval 
of  the  College  Senate.') 

"2,  That  the  Senate  restriction 
to  3  credits  toward  a  Master's 
program  be  suspended. 

"3,  That  the  School  of  Education 
and  the  Graduate  School  be  re- 
quested to  permit  such  use  of  Ex- 
tension, instruction  credits  as 
will  further  the  accomplishment 
of  the  objectives  sought," 

The  report  of  the  combined  committee

A  Pole,  the  artist  escaped  from  War- 
saw when  the  Germans  entered  the  city, 
and  went  to  Pi  risk.   From  there  he  was 
forced  back  bo  German— occupied  Warsaw 
by  the  Russian  occupation  of  Pinsk.   His 
second  attempt  to  escape  was  more  suc- 
cessful.  He  travelled  on  foot  part  way 
to  Vilaa,  and  on  to  Kaunas,  capital  of 
Lithuania,  then  to  Latvia  and  Esthonia, 
and  then  to  Helsinki, 

Arriving  in  Copenhagen  in  April, 
1940,  he  escaped  to  the  Netherlands,  and 
thence  to  Belgium.   He  saw  Paris  just 
before  and  after  the  German  occupation. 
Leaving  Paris,  he  reached  Lisbon  by  way 
of  Ba yonne,  Vichy,  Marseilles,  and  final- 
ly Barcelona  and  Madrid.

There  arc  on  the  campus  of  The  Penn- 
sylvania State  College  six  different 
service  groups  taking  as  many  different 
programs.   One  of  the  groups  is  made  up 
of  men  of  the  Air  Corps  who  came  to  the 
campus  originally  500  strong  with  an  ad- 
ditional 100  arriving  shortly  thereafter

This  first  600  was  divided  into  five 
groups  who  were  to  leave  State  College 
■beginning  the  seventh,  week  after  their 
arrival  in  groups  of  120  at  four-week 
intervals.   On  several  occasions  this 
four— week  interval  has  been  shortened, 
hut  the  number  of  men  arriving  has  ap- 
proximated the  number  leaving. 

During  their  stay  at  the  College  the 
trainees  studied  various  academic  courses 
including  in  every  instance  mathematics 
and  physics,  and  certain  other  courses 
such  as  medical  aids,  navigation  aids, 
civil  aeronautic  regulations,  etc.

When  the  trainees  arrived  at  the 
College  there  accompanied  them,  in  addi- 
tion to  their  regular  army  record  card, 
an  answer  sheet  to  an  examination  known 
as  the  Air  Corps  educational  examination, 
20A,   This  examination,  which  has  never 
been  seen  by  any  member  of  the  faculty  at 
The  Pennsylvania  State  College,  is  made 
up  of  five  parts  and  includes  sections  on 
history,  mathematics,  physics,  geography, 
and  reading  comprehension.   The  total 
scores  ranged  from  the  low  20fs  to  scores 
in  excess  of  130,   No  member  of  the  facul- 
ty at  the  College  has  access  to  the  scores 
and  therefore  all  grades  received  at  the 
office  of  the  Registrar  were  sent  in 
without  the  scores  in  any  way  influencing 
the  grades. 

At  the  present  time  a  total  of  582 
members  of  the  Air  Corps  have  left  State 
College.   This  group  of  trainees  is  dis- 
tributed on  the  basis  of  the  total  score 
on  AC— 20A.   The  number  of  persons  in  the 
several  groups  and  the  average  grade  made 
by  these  groups  is  as  shown  on  the  fol- 
lowing table  :

A  meeting  of  the  College  Senate  was 
held  in  room  121  Sparks  Building  at  4:10 
p.m.,  Thursday,  August  5,  1943,  President 
Hetzel  presiding,   A  list  of  the  members 
present  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Registrar, 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  May  6f 
1943,  were  read  and  approved. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  W.  B.  Mack,  head 
of  the  Department  of  Horticulture,  was 
read  to  the  Senate  in  which  he  appointed 
Dr.  C,  E,  Myers  to  represent  him  at  the 
Senate  meeting  on  August  5, 


Dr,  C.  S.  Marquardt ,  as  chairman  o 
the  Committee  on  Academic  Standards,  pr 
sented  a  report  covering  actions  taken 
since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Senate  on 
May  6  by  that  Committee  with  power  undo 
the  emergency  regulations.   A  resume''  of 
these  actions  is  on  file  in  the  office 
the  Registrar.   In  addition,  the  Commit 
on  Academic  Standards  presented  three 
recommendations  to  the  Senate  covering 
the  cases  of  Miss  Jean  Lindemann,  Miss 
Frances  Lehman,  and  Miss  Loretta  M, 
Dilartes.   The  first  two  mentioned  wish 
to  take  two  courses  each  at  the  Altoona 
Undergraduate  Center  and  use  a  part  of 
such  work  for  certification  purposes  wi 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion at  Harrisburg.   The  third  one  wish 
to  take  work  at  the  Schuylkill  Undergra 
uate  Center  in  certain  science  courses 
required  for  admission  to  the  Johns  Hop 
kins  Medical  School,   In  all  three  case 
the  applicants  already  had  earned  more 
than  two  years'  credit  towards  their 
bachelor  degrees.   The  Undergraduate 
heads  of  these  Centers  were  informed  ty 
the  Committee  that  they  would  report 
favorable  recommendations  to  the  Senate 
at  its  next  meeting,  with  the  proviso  a 
tached  that  the  credit  so  earned  at  the 
respective  Centers  could  not  be  used 
towards  a  bachelor's  degree  at  The  Pcnn 
sylvania  State  College  and  that  a  nota- 
tion to  that  effect  would  be  attached  t 
their  transcripts  of  record  covering  su 
work.   The  College  Senate  voted  to  appr 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee, 
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The  Committee  on  Academic  Standards 
likewise  read  a  memorandum  from  the  Reg- 
istrar in  which  he  said  that  a  certain 
action  proposed  by  the  Committee  on  Aca- 
demic Standards  last  year  and  passed  by 
the  College  Senate  had  been  misinterpreted 
by  him.   Although  this  had  taken  place  , 
the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Academic 
Standards  wished  to  present  to  the  Senate 
a  recommendation  indicating  that  they  be- 
lieved the  Registrar's  interpretation  to 
be  one  with  which  they  entirely  agreed 
and,  therefore,  one  which  they  presented 
to  the  Senate  for  approval.   The  inter— 
pre tat  ion  which  was  presented  to  the 
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Senate  by  the  Committee  on  Academ: 
ards  was  to  the  effect  that  student; 
The  Pennsylvania  State  College  ent< 
the  armed  services  after  having  completed 
at  least  seven  weeks  of  the  work  of  the 
semester  for  which  they  had  been  enrolled 
should  be  given  proportional  credit  in  the 
courses  in  which  they  were  passing  satis- 
factorily at  the  time  of  their  withdrawal, 
rather  than  requiring  of  them  that  they 
must  be  passing  in  all  of  the  courses 
which  they  had  scheduled  at  the  time  of 
withdrawal  before  being  eligible  to  re- 
ceive such  proportional  credit.   The 
Senate  voted  to  approve  the  interpreta- 
tion of  its  former  legislation  as  pre- 
sented by  the  Committee, 
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Dr.  W.  S«  Dye,  Jr.,  as  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Rules,  presented  a  re- 
port in  reference  to  two  communications 
that  had  been  received  by  the  College 
Senate  at  its  meeting  of  May  6,  1943',  and 
which  had  then  been  referred  by  the 
Senate  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  for  con- 
sideration.  The  first  of  these  communi- 
cations had  come  from  the  School  of  the 
Liberal  Arts  recommending  that  "Any  stu- 
dent who  shall  have  acquired  more  absences 
in  a  course  than  the  number  of  credits 
given  in  the  course  shall  automatically 
be  dropped  from  it,"   The  second  communi- 
cation, received  from  the  Committee  on 
Instructional  Problems  of  the  A,A,U,P., 
recommended  "That  if  no  definite  ruling 
is  made  regarding  the  handling  of  student 


absences  each  instructor  be  permitted  to 
deal  with  the  problem  as  he  sees  fit.   It 
is  further  recommended  that  each  instruc- 
tor be  required  to  explain  his  methods  of 
dealing  with  absences  at  the  first  meeting 
of  each  class."   Dr.  Dye  reported  that  tho 
Committee  on  Rules  had  carefully  consid- 
ered both  of  the  recommendations  referred 
to  it,  but  had  decided  to  report  to  the 
Senate  that  it  could  not  recommend  either 
proposal.   The  Committee  on  Rules,  how- 
ever, did  recommend  that  the  present  regu- 
lation (rule  54)  be  strictly  enforced  and 
suggested  that  the  deans  of  the  several 
schools  impress  on  their  heads  of  depart- 
ments and  their  instructors  the  necessity 
for  the  strict  application  of  this  regu- 
lation.  On  motion  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee,  which  was  duly  seconded,  the 
College  Senate  unanimously  voted  to  ap- 
prove the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  Rules.   The  complete  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Registrar, 

A  communication  from  Dean  Hammond^ 
made  on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  School  of  Engineering,  was  then  read 
to  the  Senate,   The  recommendation  was  as 
follows  :

sidcration  to  this  matter  in  the  near  fu- 
ture, and  suggests  that  the  whole  problem 
be  referred  to  a  special  committee  which 
can  examine  all  aspects  of  the  matter 
from  the  standpoint  of  both  principles

Professor  Kinsloe  moved  the  adoption 
of  this  recommendation  to  the  effect  that 
a  special  committee  be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  College  to  consider  this 
matter.   At  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Dye, 
Professor  Kinsloe  included  in  his  motion 
the  proviso  that  this  special  committee 
should  include  the  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Academic  Standards,   The  motion  was 
then  put  to  a  vote  and  unanimously  adepted 
by  the  College.  Senate, 

The  various  standing  committees  of 
the  College  Senate  submitted  and  placed 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar 
their  annual  reports.   It  apparently  was 
assumed,  in  accordance  with  action  taken 
last  year  on  a  similar  occasion,  that 
the  30  annual  reports,  cither  in  whole  or 
in  part,  would  be  made  available  for 
publication  in  the  Faculty  Bulletin.

Norman  Kent  received  his  early 
training  in  Rochester,  later  work- 
ing independently  in  Italy.

Last  Saturday,  September  4, 
marked  the  twenty-fourth  anni~ 
versary  of  Dean  A.  R.  Warnock* s 
association  with  the  College* 
He  was  the  College's  first,  and 
so  far,  only  Dean  of  Men* 

When  Dean  Warnock  came  to 
Penn  State  in  1919,  he  planned 
to  stay  only  five  years.   But 
the  same  spirit  caught  him  that 
has  caught  so  many  students  and 
alumni  of  the  College.   The  same 
thing  tugged  at  him  that  brings 
old  graduates  back,  year  after 
year j,  and  makes  State  service  men 
on  a  three-day  furlough  spend  two 
of  them  at  their  Alma  Mater, 


The  opportunity  to  be  a  part 
of  a  growing,  expanding,  College 
offered  a  challenge  which  Dean 
Warnock  could  not  resist.   So, 
although  he  left  the  post  of  Dean 
of  Men  at  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois with  the  understanding  that 
he  would  return  in  five  years, 
Dean  Warnock  came  to  the  campus — 
and  stayedt 

"All  things  considered,  the 
opportunity  to  be  at  Penn  State 
during  the  last  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury is  one  I  couldn't  have  had 
in  any  other  institution  in  the 
United  States,"  Dean  Warnock  said.

''Through  the  assistance  of 
loyal  alumni  in  free  China  and 
tnrough  the  support  of  the  Am- 
erican Trustees,  Lingnan  Uni- 
versity has  been  evacuated  from 
its  home  campus  in  Canton,  to 
Hongkong,  and  finally  to  Plng- 
shek  in  northern  Kv/antung  pro-' 
vliice,"  Professor  Brunner  said. 

There  the  College  of  Agri- 
culture enrolls  127  students  who 
live  and  attend  classes  in  "mat- 
sheds"  and  other  buildings  which 
they  themselves  have  constructed. 

In  spite  of  wartime  adver- 
sities, China  is  bending  every 


effort  to  continue  the  agricultural 
education  so  vital  for  the  wel- 
fare of  her  millions.   At  present 
China  has  27  agricultural  colleges, 
5  agricultural  research  institutes, 
and  130  secondary  agricultural 
schools,  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  over  20,000  students. 

Through  the  lifetime  services 
of  0.    Weidman  (Daddy)  Or off,  a 
Penn  State  graduate,  and  through 
the  contributions  of  Penn  State 
students,  alumni,  and  professors, 
Lingnan  University  has  been  able 
to  put  into  practical  use  the  agri- 
cultural methods  used  and  developed 
at  the  College. 

"Out  of  these  contacts  be- 
tween eager  Chinese  educators  and 
those  of  Penn  State,  there  has 
grown  in  the  course  of  the  years 
one  of  the  outstanding  modern  col- 
leges of ' agriculture  in  all  the 
Far  East,"  Professor  Brunner 
said. 
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LIBRARY  ACQUIRES  ROBERT  HENRY  HAY  COLLECTION 


An  unusual  collection  of 
more  than  5000  volumes  on  the 
field  of  American  Literature  has 
been  acquired  by  The  Pennsylvania 
State  College  Library  from  Mrs. 
Robert  H.  Hay,  widow  of  the  we  11- 
known  Pittsburgh  lawyer  and  bib- 
1 i  ophi le. 

The  books,  part  gift  and 
part  purchase,  will  be  known  as 
the  Robert  Henry  Hay  Collection 
and  will  supplement  the  notable' 
Fred  Lewis  Pattee  Collection  al- 
ready in  the  Library. 

Acquired  over  a  period  of 
many  years  from  dealers  and 
auction  rooms  in  America  and 
England,  the  late  Mr.  Hay's  col- 
lection includes  many  first  edi- 
tions and  rare  books  in  the  fields 
of  literature,  religion,  travel, 
art,  folklore,  and  American  his- 
tory.  Favorite  author  is  Hawthorne, 
with  about  150  books,  magazines 
and  other  publications  which  con- 
tain material  written  by  him  or 
about  him.   Other  19th  century 
American  and  British  authors  arc 
represented  by  first  or  illus- 
trated editions. 


Many  of  the  volumes  describe 
religious  groups  in  America  such 
as  the  Friends,  Shakers,  and  Luth- 
erans.  Others  deal  wi th' experimen- 
tal coloni  es  —  Brook  Farm,  Economy, 
Harmony,  and  Ephrata,  and  with 
superstitions,  witchcraft,  devils, 
fairies,  and  folklore  in  general. 

Numerous  handsome  volumes 
on  art  and  travel  are  illustrated 
by  Cruikshank,  DuMaurier,  Newell, 
Leech,  and  Pennell.   Some  of  the 
books  were  issued  in  limited  edi- 
tions by  fine  presses  and  some  are 
early  imprints  of  American  presses, 

Among  the  unusual  items  are 
these:  A  volume  of  Horatio  Alger's 
poems;  some  handwritten  stanzas  of 
"Curfew  Shall  Not  Ring  Tonight"; 
Edgar  Allen  Poe!s  book  on  conchol- 
ogy;  a  rare  engraving  of  Abraham 
Lincoln;  a  first  edition  of 
Home's  "Pennsylvania  German 
Manual";  Baron  von  Steuben's  Reg- 
ulations for  troops  in  the  Revo- 
lutionary Army;  and  the  first 
printing  of  Thoreau's  essay  on 
civil  disobedience,  which  so 
greatly  influenced  Gandhi.

MINUTES  OF  THE  SENATE  MEETING  OF  SEPTEMBER  2,  1943 


A  meeting  of  the  College  Senate  was 
held  in  room  121  Sparks  Building  at  4:30 
p.m.,  Thursday,  September  2,  1943,  Presi- 
dent Hetzel  presiding,   A  list  of  the 
members  present  is  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Registrar, 

The  Secretary  announced  that  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  of  August  5    had 
been  printed  in  their  entirety  in  the 
Faculty  Bulletin  and  suggested  that  they 
need  not  be  read.   The  President  so  ruled. 

The  President  announced  that  in  ac- 
cordance with  Senate  action  he  had  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  give  consideration 
to  the  matter  of  granting  academic  credit 
for  the  various  special  training  courses 
now  being  given  or  to  be  given  during  the 
war  emergency. 

The  Committee  on  Academic  Standards 
presented  a  report  which  was  made  up  very 
largely  of  a  statement  of  actions  taken 
by  the  Committee  with  power.   The  final 
paragraph  of  the  report  was  as  follows: 
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credits,  constituting  the  last  year  of 
work  in  residence  immediately  preceding 
graduation  must  be  completed  within  a 
period  of  seven  years  beginning  with  the 
date  of  enrollment  in  the  first  summer 
session  in  a/uestiono1   The  Committee  rec- 
ommends, in  principle,  that  the  time  which 
a  student  has  left  in  order  to  complete 
his  degree  requirements  on  the  date  when 
he  enters  one  of  the  armed  services  should 
automatically  be  granted  to  him  after  his 
discharge  from  the  armed  services.   Time 
in  service  should,  therefore,  not  be 
counted  as  a  part  of  the  period  covered 
by  the  existing  rules," 

Since  the  recommendation  in  the  above 
paragraph  was  in  the  nature  of  an  amend- 
ment to  existing  regulations,  the  recom- 
mendation was  tabled  for  consideration  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Senate,   The  en- 
tire report  is  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Registrar, 

There  was  some  discussion  of  the  time 
of  meeting  for  the  Senate,   The  Senate 
Constitution  states  that  ",,,,,  regular 
meetings  of  the  College  Senate  shall  be 
held  at  4:10  p,m,  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  each  month  ,...,"   Cn  motion,  the  Sen- 
ate voted  that  so  long  as  the  present 
schedule  of  hours  was  in  effect  the  time 
of  meeting  shall  be  4:30  p,m,  instead  of 
4  :10  p.m. 

In  the  absence  of  further  business, 
the  Senate  adjourned,

OF  ALL  MATERIALS  AND  SUPPLIES,  and  particularly  in  the  CONSERVATION  OF  HEAT, 
LIGHT  and  POWER.    To  this  end,  will  you  please  make  it  a  personal  responsibility  to: 

1.  TURN  OUT  LIGHTS  when  they  are  not  needed. 

2.  CLOSE  WINDOWS  AND  OUTSIDE  DOORS. 

3.  So  far  as  possible,  consistent  with  proper  sanitation,  control  heat  by 
TURNING  OFF  RADIATORS  in  place  of  opening  windows.  (If  radi- 
ators or  other  equipment  are  out  of  order,  report  promptly  to  janitors.)

CO-CFERATION  URGED  TO  PRESERVE  RESEARCH  MATERIAL 


The  reference  and  serials  de- 
partments of  the  College  Library 
request  the  co-operation  of  the 
faculty  in  protecting  and  preserv- 
ing valuable  library  research  ma- 
terials.  Occasionally  assignments 
are  made  to  single  articles  in 
reference  sets  or  in  bound  or  un- 
bound magaz  ines. 

When  large  classes  are  given 
such  assignments  without  previous 
notification  to  the  library  de- 
partments concerned,  it  frequently 
happens  that  students  will  muti- 
late a  volume  either  by  removing 
the  pages  entirely  or  by  heavy 
underscor i  ng. 

In  some  cases,  a  student  will 
simply  take  the  volume  with  him 
and  possibly  return  it  after 
the  class  has  no  further  use  for 
it. 

Even  though  none  of  these 
things  happen,  the  assignment  of 
a  large  class  to  a  single  volume 
creates  wear  and  tear  on  that 
publication.   In  the  case  of  ref- 
erence sets  or  maqazines  that  are 


irreplaceable,  as  many  are,  this 
is  a  serious  matter. 

A  partial  solution  to  the 
problem  would  be  to  have  photo- 
static copies  of  articles  made 
by  the  photostat  department  of 
the  Library.   These  copies  could 
then  be  placed  on  reserve  and 
used  under  the  same  conditions  as 
reserve  books.   The  cost  of  photo- 
stating materials  for  class  use 
would  be  charged  to  the  depart- 
ment requesting  the  service. 

The  serials  librarian  also 
requests  that  faculty  members 
consult  her  as  to  holdings  before 
making  assignments.   Occasionally 
the  library  copy  of  a  current 
magazine  does  not  arrive  until 
several  days  after  it  has  ap- 
peared on  the  newsstands.   Some- 
times an  older  magazine  has  been 
mutilated  by  a  previous  class, 
and  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
replace  it. 

The  assistance  of  the  faculty 
in  safeguarding  materials  will  be 
much  appreciated.

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HOW  DRe  HAAS*  FRESHMEN  FARED  IN  THEIR  COLLEGE  STUDIES 


Under  date  of  December  23,  1942^ 
Dr 3    Francis  B«  Haas,  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  issued  a  statement 
to  the  effect  that  colleges  could  ac- 
cept as  freshmen  in  full  standing  sec** 
ondary  school  students  who  were  within 
one-half  year  of  graduation.   This  action 
was  a  part  of  a  state-wide  plan  for  the 
acceleration  of  education  for  young  men 
in  order  that  they  might  have  the  benefit 
of  some  college  experience  before  being 
called  to  the  armed  forces,  but  the 
privilege  was  not  restricted  to  young 
men.   The  Pennsylvania  State  College^ 
therefore,  accepted  as  members  in  full 
standing,  in  the  freshman  class  matric— 
ulat ing  last  January,  sixty-nine  second- 
ary school  seniors  all  of  whom  ranked 
reasonably  high  in  their  senior  class^ 
had  met  subject  matter  entrance  require- 
ments and  lacked  only  elective  units^ 
and  who  were  recommended  for  this  special 
consideration  by  their  high  school  prin- 
cipal.  The  group  was  made  up  of  sixty- 


two  men  and  seven  w»men»   Those  ranking 
in  the  first  fifth  of  their  graduating 
class  numbered  thirty-seven;  twenty-four 
were  ranked  in  the  second  fifthf  and 
eight  in  the  third  fifth  of  the  graduat- 
ing class.   Thirty-six  men  and  one  woman 
attended  one  semester  only.   Twenty--!'  our 
men  and  six  women  have  now  completed  a 
full  freshman  year.   Two  young  men  wj.th"" 
drew  for  military  reasons  before  the  com- 
pletion of  one  semester.   Practically  all 
of  those  who  withdrew  at  the  end  of  the 
first  semester  entered  the  armed  forces 
although  one  young  wfvnan  did  withdraw  at 
that  t  ime « 

Very  few  of  the  original  sixty-twr* 
men  4re  still  in  college  although  an  ac- 
curate count  has  not  been  made  as  yet  for 
the  current  semester*   A  tabulation  based 
on  the  number  of  credits  passed  by  stu- 
dents who  ranked  in  the  various  fifths 
of  the  high  school  senior  class  follows:

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  COLLEGE  SENATE  FOR  JANUARY  6,  1944 


A  meeting  of  the  College  -Sen- 
ate was  held  in  121  Sparks  Build- 
ing, Thursday,  January  6,  1944,  at 
4*30  p.m.,  Dean  Stoddart  presiding, 
A  list  of  the  members  present  is 
on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Regis- 
trar,

The  minutes  were  not  read 
since  they  had  been  published  in 
the  Faculty  Bulletin  for  December  7. 

Dean  Stoddart  announced  that 
inasmuch  as  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Public  Occasions  and  Calendar  had 
prepared  a  report  which  required 
the  use  of  a  ballot  he  would  like 
the  Senate  to  permit  him  to  change 
the  order  of  business  by  permitting 
the  report  of  this  special  commit- 
tee as  the  very  first  item  of  bus- 
iness.  There  being  no  objection, 
Dr.  Tanger  made  an  oral  report  for 
the  Joint  Committee,  pointing  out 
the  fact  that  the  Committee  felt 
it  necessary  to  present  three  op- 
tional methods  of  complying  with 
instructions  given  the  Committee 
by  the  Senate  at  its  meeting  on 
December  2.   Dean  Stoddart  appoint- 
ed Professor  Bui  linger  and  Profes- 
sor Watkins  as  tellers,  and  the  Sen- 
ate proceeded  to  ballot  after  a 
discussion  of  the  three  proposals. 
The  options,  as  presented  by  the 
Committee  and  as  amended  informally 
during  the  discussion,  were  as 
foil ows : 

1.   Hold  final  examinations 

in  scheduled  period,  ob- 
viate necessity  for  early 
exarainat ions  for  seniors 
by  not  including  in  the 
Thursday ,  .February  24, 


2.   Excuse  graduation 
seniors  from  scheduled 
final  examinations  in 
order  that  a  complete 
list  of  candidates  may 
be  included  on  the 
Thursday,  February  24, 
commencement  program. 

5.   Confine  final  exam- 
inations for  all  stu- 
dents, including  sen- 
iors, to  the  time  now 
stated  in  the  calendar 
and  hold  commencement 
on  Tuesday,  February 
29,  at  wh  i  ch  time  all 
candidates'  names  can 
be  included  in  the 
commencement  program. 

During  the  counting  of  the 
ballots  by  the  tellers  the  Sen- 
ate proceeded  with  the  regular 
order  of  business. 

The  Committee  en   Academic 
standards  through  its  chairman,  Dr 
Marquardt,  made  two  reports.   The 
first  dealt  with  actions  taken  by 
the  Committee  with  power  and  was 
accepted  for  inclusion  in  the  min- 
utes, and  is  en  file  in  the  Office 
of  the  Registrar,   The  second  re- 
port had  to  do  with  the  student 
petition  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Academic  Standards  requesting 


the  privilege  of  exemptions  from  final 
examinations  for  students  who  had  re- 
ceived a  class  grade  of  2  or  higher  at 
the  end  of  the  semester.   The  complete 
report,  which  is  on  file  in  the  Office 
of  the  Registrar1,  contained  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  reactions  of  the  several 
Schools  to  the  proposal.   The  recommen- 
dation of  the  Committee  on  Academic  Stand-

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On  the  basis  of  total  male  resident 
students  (graduate,  undergraduate,  and 
specials)  The  Pennsylvania  State  College 
ranks  ninth.   In  addition  to  those  out- 
ranking 'The  Pennsylvania  state  College  in 
undergraduate  enrollment,  Cornell  and 
Purdue  report  enrollments  approximately 
100  in  excess  of  the  5403  young  men 


enrolled  at  The  Pennsylvania  State  Col- 
lege , 

The  situation  changes  quite  consid- 
erably when  a  comparison  is  made  en  the 
"basis  of  the  tctal  number  of  women  (grad- 
uate, undergraduate,  and  special  stu- 
dents] enrolled.   Under  this  classifica- 
tion The  Pennsylvania  State  College  with 
1829  young  women  ranks  twelfth.   The  Col- 
lege has  more  young  women  than  are  in  at- 
tendance at  Cornell,  Purdue,  or  at  the 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  of 
Texas  (at  which  latter  institution  there 
are  no  young  women),  but  it  is  outranked 
by  six  other  institutions  whose  male  stu- 
dent enrollment  is  smaller  than  that  of 
The  Pennsylvania  State  College, 

On  the  basis  of  graduate  students 
enrolled,  The  Pennsylvania  Stato  College 
ranks  seventh  with  an  enrollment  of  549, 
The  Pennsylvania  State  College  ranks 
sixth  in  the  number  of  bachelor's  degrees 
conferred  as  compared  with  seventh  on  to- 
tal undergraduate  enrollment.   The  only 
institution  outranking  us  in  undergrad- 
uate enrollment  that  we  outrank  on  bache- 
lor's degrees  conferred  is  the  Agricul— 
tural  and  Mechanical  College  of  Texas, 
On  the  basis  of  master's  degrees  con- 
ferred, The  Pennsylvania  State  College 
ranks  seventh  and  on  doctor's  degrees 
conferred  t  be  College  ties  for  ninth 
place  with  pur  lue  University,

CIVILIAN  ENROLLMENT  FOR  CURRENT  SEMESTER  IS  SET  AT  3007 


Civilian  students  this  semes- 
ter number  3007,  according  to  of- 
ficial figures  released  by  Regis- 
trar William  S.  Hoffman.   Military 
and  naval  trainees,  including  83 
"lady  .engineers"  in  the  Hamilton 
Standard  proqram,  number  an  addi- 
tional 1257,  for  a  total  enroll- 
ment of  4264, 

This  latter  figure,  it  was 
pointed  out,  includes  240  Air  Crew 
trainees-  and  128  Naval  Ensigns 
who  wi'13  finish  their  work  with- 
in the  next  few  months.   The  Air 
Corps  program  has  been  eliminated 
throughout  the  nation,  whereas  the 
Diesel  engine  program  is  under- 
going a  progressive  curtailment. 

Women  students,  including  the 
Hamilton  Standard  girls,  number 
1924 — or  nearly  one-half  of  the 


total  enrollment.   Incoming  coeds 
and  outgoing  males,  military 
trainees  included,  are  expected  to 
place  women  in  the  majority  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  College- wi th in  the  next  six 
months , 

Of  the  military  and  naval 
trainees  now  on  the  campus,  the 
Navy-Marine  total  of  516s  is  by  far 
the  largest.   Army • Special iz ed 
Training  Program  students,  includ- 
ing  17-year-olds  in  the  Reserve  . 
Program,  pr e-pr of ess i onal  students, 
and  advanced  engineers,  number 
290,   Air  Crew  trainees  still  re- 
maining number  240,  and  Naval 
Ensigns  number  128.   Only  the  last 
two  programs  are  expected  to  be 
eliminated  prior  to  the  next 
semester.

To:  Members  of  the  College  Staff 


When  the  present  parking  regulations  were  put  into  effect  in  the  fall  of  1941,  I  made  the 
statement  that  "We  are  relying  upon  the  cooperative  attitude  of  staff  members  to  bring 
about  voluntary  compliance." 

Since  that  time  we  have  operated  under  the  regulations  with  a  reasonable  degree  of 
success,  but  it  now  appears  that  parking  in  service  drives  and  service  areas  by  members 
of  the  staff  has  developed  a  condition  that  requires  special  attention. 

When  members  of  the  staff  park  for  long  periods  of  time  and  with  regularity  in  service 
drives  and  areas,  visitors,  delivery  trucks,  service  trucks,  and  the  like,  find  it  necessary  to 
stop  behind  parked  cars  or  in  traffic  lanes.  This  causes  congestion,  inconvenience,  and 
makes  a  fire  hazard  for  the  nearby  buildings.  I  am  advised  that  some  members  of  the  staff 
have  not  only  failed  to  comply  with  the  regulations  through  thoughtlessness  or  careless- 
ness, but  that  some  have  taken  an  attitude  of  willful  disregard  of  attempts  to  correct  the 
situation. 

I  am  taking  this  means  of  reminding  the  staff  that  we  are  relying  upon  their  cooperative 
attitude  to  bring  about  voluntary  compliance  with  the  regulations  which  are  designed  for 
the  welfare  of  the  entire  campus  community  and  the  institution.  Particular  attention  is 
called  to  the  following  fundamental  features  of  the  regulations: 

Operation  of  cars  strictly  in  accordance  with  regulations  specifying  speed  limits, 
full  stops  at  stop  signs,  one  way  traffic  when  prescribed,  and  attention  to  the 
safety  of  pedestrian  traffic. 

Long  time  parking  in  designated  parking  areas  only. 

Roadside  parking  limited  to  brief  errands  in  near-by  buildings,  and  only  on  the 
side  of  the  road  designated  for  that  purpose. 

No  parking  in  designated  service  roads  and  areas. 

In  the  interests  of  safety  and  convenience  of  service  operation  I  have  requested  the 
Campus  Patrol  to  report  cases  of  non-cooperation  to  this  office.

The  "following- announcement  is  made 
by  Mr.  J.  0,  Keller,  chairman  of  the  Col- 
lege Central  Safety  Committee, 

"It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the 
College*  Central  Saf-ety  Committee  that  mi- 
nors have  been  employed  by  various  Col- 
lege divisions  where  employment  certifi- 
cates have  not  been  obtained.   For  the 
information  of  department  heads  and 
others,  the  following  are  abstracts  from 
, the  Pennsylvania  Child  Labor  Law: 

"1,   No  minor  under  14  years  of  age 
shall  be  employed  or  permitted  to  work  in 
any  establishment  or  in  any  occupation. 

"2,   No  minor  under  18  years  of  age 
shall  be  employed  without  an  employment 
certificate,  which  certificate  shall  be 
kept  on  file  by  the  employer, 

"3.   General  employment  certificates 


are  required  when  miners  between  16  and 
18  are  > employed, . 

"4,   Vacation  employment  certifi- 
cates are  are, quired,  when  miners  between  14 
and  18  ar<e  empl.oyed  before  and  after 
school  hours  or,  during  school  vacation. 

"5.   An  abstract  of  the  CHILD  LABOR 
LAW,  also  schedule  of  hours  of  employment, 
shall  be  kept  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  each  room  where  any  minor  under 
18  years  of  age  is  employed. 


"6,   Additional  compensation  must  be 
paid  to  any  minor  injured  while 
employed,  ten  per  cent  of 
paid  by  the  employer.

On  March    13,     1944,    President    Hetzel    appointed    a    faculty   committee 
on    post-war    problems.      The   functions    of    the   committee   are    to   determine 
what    are    the   specific    post-war    problems    to   which   the  College   should 
give   special    consideration    at    this    time,    and    to    recommend    to    the    Presi- 
dent   of    the   College  how    each    of    these   should    be   attacked.

When  the  suggestions  had  been  catalogued,  it  was  decided  that  be- 
cause of  the  immediacy  of  problems  arising  from  the  return  of  veterans, 
they  should  be  attacked  first.   Although  some  institutions  have  an- 
nounced the  establishment  of  separate  institutes  for  veterans,  it  was 
the  decision  of  the  committee  that  veterans  could  be  better  cared  for 
at  The  Pennsylvania  State  College  by  adapting  the  existing  organi zati on 
to  their  special  needs.   In  coming  to    this  conclusion  the  committee 
recognized  fully  that  the  requirements  of  veterans  would  differ  from 
those  of  other  students  and  that  changes  in  methods  as  well  as  in 
curricula  would  be  imperative. 


First  R  ecommendat  i  on 

The  first  recommendation  of  the  committee  to  the  President  was 
thathi  appoint:   (1)  a  Faculty  Counselor  of  Veterans  whose  duty  shall 
be  (a)  to  assist  veterans  in  making  the  most  advantageous  use  of  exist- 
ing agencies  of  the  College,  and  (b)  to  co-operate  with  these  agencies 
in  providing  for  veterans;  (Z)    a  committee  to  advise  and  assist  the 
Faculty  Counselor  of  Veterans  in  his  duties.   It  was  made  clear  that 
the  Faculty  Counselor  of  Veterans  and  the  committee  to  advise  and  assis' 
him  were  not  intended  to  take  the  place  or  assume  the  duties  of  faculty 
advisers  or  of  any  existing  College  agencies. 

At  the  heart  of  the  problem  of  meeting  the  needs  of  veterans  is 
guidance.   Advisers  of  students  at  The  Pennsylvania  State  College  are 
of  two  kinds:   (1)  faculty  advisers,  to  one  of  whom  each  student  is 
assigned,  and  (2)  advisers  in  special  fie. Ids  (health,  placement,  speech 
etc.),  to  whom  a.  student  is  referred  by  his  faculty  adviser.   The  Com- 
mittee on  Post -War  Problems  recommended  to  the  (resident  that  he  ap- 
point two  committees  to  ce-nsider  improvements  in  the  advisory  system 
and  particularly  its  adaptation  to  the:  needs  of  veterans. 

Committee  on  Advising

Survey  on  Guidance 

The  second  oT  these  committees,  representing  the  several  special 
agencies  of  the  College  which  advise  students  (Health  Service,  Place- 
ment. Bureau,  Psychoeducat ional  Clinic,  etc.),  is  to  (1)  survey  the 
special  guidance  facilities  of  the  College  and  recommend  to  the  Presi- 
dent whether  they  are  adequate  to  assist  veterans  and  other  students, 
and  (2)  prepare  a  concise  statement  which  can  be  given  to  faculty  ad- 
visers, describing  the  guidance  facilites  and  how  they  may  be  used.

It  is  evident  that  the  results  of  the  work  of  these  two  committees 
must  be  correlated  and  such  correlation  will  b (  arranged  at  the  proper 
time.   Because,  of  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  matter  of  advis- 
inn  in  an  institution  as  large  and  complex  as  The  Pennsylvania  State 
College,  it  was  decided  that  it  could  be  considered  to  best  advantage 
in  the  first  instance  by  dividing  it. 

The)  Committee  on  Post-War  Problems  is  now  considering  other  prob- 
lems and  will  report  to  the  President  and  to  the  faculty  from  time  to 
time;  it  will  recommend  the  appointment  of  other  committees.   The  com- 
mittee needs  the  help  of  all  members  of  the  faculty  in  finding  solutions 
to  these  problems  and  it  recognizes  that  the  solutions  can  be  successful 
only  if  they  have  the  support  of  those  who  finally  put.  them  into  opera- 
tion.

1944  REPORT  OF  SENATE  COMMITTEE  ON  RULES 
These  committee  reports  will  be  published  from  time  to  time  as  space  permits. 


The  Committee  of  the  College  Senate 
on   Rules  has  followed  the  general  prac- 
tice of  considering  only  those  matters 
referred  to  it  by  the  Senate.   During  the 
past  year  only  two  requests  have  been  re- 
ferred.  Both  of  these  are  at  present  on 
the  table  to  be  considered  at  the  July 
meeting.   One  refers  to  a  method'  of  re- 
porting on  students  who  are  scheduled  for 
a  course  but  for  some  reason  do  not  ap- 
pear in  the  classes  scheduled.   The  other 
request  was  for  a  change  in  the  rules  re- 
lating to  attendance  and  credit  in  the 
R*0,T,C,  courses  to  make  them  conform  to 
the  actual  practice  during  the  duration 
of  the  war  and  the  accelerated  program, 
whereby  the  students  schedule  R.0.ToC0> 
for  two  semesters  and  receive  two  credits 
each  semester. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  recom- 
mend consideration  of  the  need  for  a  more 
complete  publication  of  the  rules  and

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A  WORD  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT  CN  FALL  MATRICULATION  OF  FRESHMAN  WOMEN 


For  some  time  it  has  appeared 
that  the  accommodations  of  the 
College  will  permit  the  matricula- 
tion as  freshmen  this  fall  o'f  not 
more  than  300  young  women.   This 
quota  was  filled  in  June:   270 
from  Pennsylvania  and  30  from 
other  states.   By  June  28  a  total 
of  893  young  women  had  applied: 
4  95  from  Pennsylvania  and  3  98  from 
outside  the  State.   This  means 
that  at  that  early  date  about'-  one- 
third  of  the  young  women  appli- 
cants from  Pennsylvania  had  been 
denied  admission,  and  nine-tenths 
of  those  from  other  states.   Many 
of  those  turned  away  in  both 
groups  ranked  in  the  top  fifth  of 
their  class. 


With  a  freshman  quota  of  300 
young  women  the  College  is  pro- 
viding accommodation's  for  a  total 
of  16^-  more  women  than  ever  before, 
At  this  date  no  additional  rooming 
and  dining  facilities  are  in  sight 
The  use  of  fraternity  houses  has 
been  thoroughly  considered,  but  of 
the1 several  objections  two  have 
not  been  surmounted  up  to  this 
time.   It  has  been  impossible  to 
find  competent  help,  particularly 
for  the  operation  of  dining  rooms „ 
And  secondly,  the  College  must. not 
admit  more  women  than  it  can  con- 
tinue to  care  for  after  the  men  in 
the  armed  forces  return  and  fra-

COLLEGE' CONTRIBUTES   WAR   SALVAGE   MATERIALS     > 


The   College   has    put    more    than 
half   a   million   pounds    of    salvage 
materials    into   the  war    effort,    H. 
W.    Loman,    chairman    of    the  Commit- 
tee  on,,  Conservation    of   Defense 
Resources,    reports.  .  .  . 

Tho  salvage    consisted    of 
2 54 , 54 7    pounds    of    p ap er ,    212, 4 6 5 
pounds    of    iron,    11,305'  pounds    of    , 
brass,    copper    and   zinc,    2  7,875 
pounds    of    tin    cans,    and    31,775 
pound s    of    fat. 

The  report  revealed  that 
15,595  pio.  10  tin  cans  were  sold 
under  the  sanction  of  the  Office 
of  Pricp  Administration  and  that 
fat  from  the  dining  commons  is 
salwaged  in  peace  as  well  as  war' 
t  ime. 

Mr.    Loman   said    he   believed 
this    record    will    stand    up  with

The   first    10,000   alumni    were 
graduated    in    the  years    from   the 

founding    of    the   College    to    June 
12,    1928    inclusive,    by  which   date 
10,530    degrees    had    been    conferred, 
according    to   Registrar  William  S# 
Hoffman.      Duplications    for    those 
receiving    two    or    more   bachelors 
degrees    or    bachelors    end    advanced 
degrees   would    not    equal    530    and, 
therefore,    at    least    10,000   differ- 
ent   individuals    had    been   graduated 
by    that    time. 

The   second    10,000   were    gradu- 
ated   in    the   next    nine  yer,rs.      On 
June   7,    193  7    the   861    persons    re- 
ceiving   degrees    raised    the   total 
number    of    degrees    conferred    to 
20,173.      The    third    10,000  were 
graduated    in    the   next    six   years. 
On   October   21,    1943,    at    the    end    of 
the   sec one    summer    semester,    534 
persons  were   graduated^    which 
brought    the    total    to   30,3450 
Probably    the   total    number    of    indi- 
viduals   represented    in    this    number 
of    degrees    conferred    is    somewhat 
less    than   30,000,    but    not   very   much 


under    this    figure*' 

The   first    10,000   men    to  re- 
ceive  degrees   was    made   up    of    those 
graduated    from   the    founding    of    the 
Colleoe    to   and    including    the  com- 
mencement   on    June    18,    1929,    by

The  Committee  on  Academic 
Standards  has  had'  frequent  meet- 
ings during  the  past  academic  year# 
Not  only  was  the  usual  routine 
work  of  the  Committee  g iven  con- 
sideration, ., but  also  those  matters 
were  acted  upon  that  had  been 
specif  i  ca  1*1  y'  referred  .to  the  Com- 
mittee by  the  College  S ena t e .   As' 
in  past  years,  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  was  spent  in  the 
selecti'on  of  nominees. for  the  var- 
ious scholarships,  f  el  1  owsh  ips  'and 
awards  which  are  regularly  submit- 
ted to  the  Committee  for  consider- 
ation.  Because  of  our  accelerated 
program  ("which  has  divided  the 
calendar  year  into  thr.ee  academic 
semesters)  certain. .  compl  i cat  ions  ' 
in  the  awarding.. of  these  prizes^ 
scholarships ,• and  fellowships  have 
arisen*  -The  Committee,  in  con- 
junction with  the  Treasurer  of i the 
College,  Mr.  S..-K.  Hpstetter,  has 
attempted  to  work  out  a  procedure 
whereby  .these  awards  may  be  more 
evenly  distributed  over  the  "three 
semester  .periods  of  the  calendar

The   title    of    the  po liege 
Speech   Clinic    has    been    officially 
changed    to' read    "The  Speech    and 
Hearing   Clinic*" 

This    change  was    irade   upon 
recommendation    of   Dr.    Herbert 
Koepp-Baker,    who    is    in   charge    of 
the   Clinic.      He   pointed    out    the 
new   title    "would    more    correctly 
and    appropriately    reflect    the  ser- 
vices    rendered    by    the   Clinic." 

For    the   past    13    years,    the 
Clinic    has    assisted    large   numbers 


of    persons   with    ei  ther  -cong  eni  tal 
or    acquired    deafness.      This    in- 
cluded  quantitative   measures    of 
trie    degree-of    hearing  'loss,    assis- 
tance   in    fitting    electronic   and 
acoustic   hearing   aids,    and   train- 
ing   in    speech    (lip)    reading. 

With    an    increase    in   the    size 
of    the   Clinic's    staff,    came    an    in- 
crease   in   services    through    estab- 
lishment   of    a   Motile  Speech 
Clinic--a    service   directed    chiefly 
to    the  needs    of    public    schools    and 
health    agencies.      This    included 


teacher    training    in   speech    reading 
and    consultation  with    supervisors 
of    special    education. 

Through    the   College's    exten- 
sion  services,    the   staff    provided 
help    for    industry    in    locating    and 
measuring    hearing    loss    in    specific 
occupational    situations.

PROGRESS  REPORT  TO  THE  FACULTY 
From  the  Committee  on  post -War  problems 

(No.  3) 


October  2,  1944 


The  Committee  on  Post-War  Problems  has  made  the  following  report 
to  President  Hetzel; 

"Statements  have  been  made  that  the  colleges  had  improved  or 
could  improve  tbe  methods  used  in  their  regular  programs  by  taking 
over  methods  used  in  the  military  training  programs.   The  Committee  on 
Post-War  Problems,  therefore,  has  attempted  to  determine  what  elements 
of  the  military  training  programs  conducted  at  this  College  should  be 
considered  fop  adoption  in  our  regular  program. 

"At  its  meeting  on  September  8  the  Committee  adopted  the  following 

report.   It  refers  to  those  military  programs  carried  on  at  this  Col- 
lege; at  a  later  time  the  Committee  hopes  to  identify  methods  used  in 
military  courses  not  taught  at  this  institution  which  might  also  be 
cons  i  d  ere^    for  ad  opt i  on  : n  our  r  eg u 1 s r  program . 

I.   The  several  military  training  programs  differ  sub- 
stantially in  duration,  length  of  term,  content, 
and  relationship  to  regular  college  work.   The 
A  r  my  S  p  e  c  i  •  ■  1  :<  z  e  d  T  raining  F  r  o  g  r  am  and  A  i  r  Corps 
curricula  were  announced  as  designed  to  meet 
specific  objectives  of  the  respective  branches  of 
trie  service.   They  are  of  relatively  brief  dura- 
tion (maximum.,  2.1   months)  ana  intensive  in  nature. 
The  Navy  V-IZ    curricula  conform  closely  to  stand- 
ard college  work  end  vary  in  duration  from  four 
to  eight  terms.   All  of  the  military  curricula 
offered  at  this  college  are  closely  proscribed  and 
c  o  n  d  u  c  t  e  d  J  n  a  cc  or  dance  .  v r  5  t  h  p  roc  e  d  v.  r  es  laid  d  own

II,   It  is  testified  by  many  teachers  of  the  military 
programs  that  they  are  able  to  do  work  of  excel- 
lent quality  with  the  military  trainees.   This 
appears  to  be  iue,  in  large  measure,  to  the  ex- 
cellent mental  and  physical  qualifications  of  the 
trainees  and  to  an  important  degree  also  to  the 
effects  of  di  s c i  p 1 i na ry  c oat  r o 1 .

III.   Classroom  instructional  methods  employed  in 

the  military  courses  do  not  differ  materially 
from  those  employed  in  civilian  courses  and 
there  are,  therefore,  no  discernible  elements 
of  classroom  ins  truct  i  onal  methods  which  could 
he  carried  over  to  advantage  to  civilian  work, 

IV.   Based  upon  testimony  of  a  number  of  teachers  and 
other  observations,  your  committee  presents  the 
following  individual  features,  of  the  military 
programs  which  might  be  adopted  to  advantage  in 
our  regular  col  lego  program:

In  other  words,  the  Committee  on  Credit 
Allowances  for  Veterans,  suggested  that  it 
would  he  desirable  to  have  an  appropriate 
Senate  committee  study  the  advisability 
of  permitting  certain  veterans  to  obtain 
the  bachelor's  degree  'without . curricular 
designation*   This  matter  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Academic  Standards  aiid 
that  Committee  recommends  to  the  Senate 
that  the  president  of  the  College  appoint 
a  special  committee  in  order  that  such  a 
special  committee  might  study  all  the 
factors  involved  in  the  granting  of 
bachelor *s  degrees  without  curricular 
designation.   It  is  furthermore  recom- 
mended that  this  special  committee  should 
then  meet  with  the  Committee  on  Academic 
Standards  for  the  purpose  of  defining 
standards, . policies,  and  procedures  in 
the  event  that  t  e  special  committee 
should  have  found  the  plan  of  providing 
for  such  a  bachelor's  degree  without 
curricular  designation  to  be  a  feasible 
one*

In  accordance  with  College  Senate 
regulations,  these  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  on  Academic  Standards  were 
tabled  for  action  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Senate, 

In  regard  to  the  proposal  made  by 
Dr.  Dut cher»s  Committee  that  correspon- 
dence courses  given  and  validated  by  the 
United  States  Armed  Forces  Institute  for 
college  credit  be  recognized  by  the  Col- 
lege, if  they  arc  appropriate  to(the 
degree  requirements'  of  the  degree  con-' 
cerned,  the  Senate  decided  to  refer 


the  matter  back  for  further  study 
to  the  Committee  on  Academic  Stan- 
dards,  The  next  proposal  was  likewise 
referred  back  to  the  Committee  on  Aca- 
demic Standards  for  the  same  purpose. 
This  'second  proposal  was  to  the  effect 
that  veterans,  men  and  women,  who  have 
served  at  least  13  weeks  in  the  Armed 
Forces  be  given  a  certain  amount  of  cred- 
it here  for  such  service  towards  their 
degrees  and'  that  veterans  who  have  earned 
a  commission  in  the  Armed  Forces  be  given 
14  additional  credits  which  would  be 
equivalent  to  the  credits  usually  re- 
quired in  the  Advanced  R.O»I.C0 

Prof,  P«  X,  Rice,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Military  Instruction,  stated 
that  those  proposals  for  college  credit 
for  military  service  would  conflict  with 
certain  provisions  of  the  War  Department 
concerning  those  returning  veterans  who 
might  wish  to  enroll  in  the  advanced 
n.O.T.C.  course  for  the  purpose  of  earn- 
ing a  commission.
